'These countries have embark- 
ed on various plans of their own 
recently to protect wheat growers. 
For American and 
Canadian 
farmers the project has lost some 
of its 'significance because of a 
current cut In predicted produc- 
tion, • due 
to . such factors aa 
drought, but in many quarters it 
Is hailed as an effort, looking 
mostly to the future, to prevent a 
recurrence of what to many wheat 
growers was a tragedy. 


Export Quota Flan. 


Wheat pools In Western Cana- 
dian provinces, which have favor- 
ed acreage reduction schemes for 
eliminating large world carryovers, 
are turnin their attention to a 
wheat export quota plan, based on 
international agreement, with the 
establishment of national market- 
ing boards In each of the princi- 
pal exporting countries. - 


Said George W. Robertson, sec- 
retary of the Saskatchewan wheat 
pool: 


"It would appear that bushelage 
rather than an acreage basis gives 
the best hope of success in bring- 
ing about a better relationship be- 
tween Wheat production and con- 
sumption. 


"Control over exports 
by the 
principal wheat exporting coun- 
tries through a quota plan would 
tend to^relleve pressure on world 
markets and prevent one country 
from dumping wheat against on, 
other countries in an effort to se- 
cure the largest possible share of 
the world's trade/' 


Maximum Marketing. 
Under such a proposal the indi- 
vidual grower would be under no 
restrictions as to acreage aid pro- 
duction, but the maximum amount 
of wheat ho could market from 
any given crop would be fixed as 
a resuut of the quota agreement. 
Legislation to provide for acreage 
reduction would be difficult, Rob- 
ertson explained. 


In France, the government has 
sought to achieve the aim of high- 
er prices by using an $80,000,000 
fund for advances to wheat grow- 
ers to guarantee prices. A recent- 
ly adopted parliamentary bill pro- 
vides that farmers declare In ad- 
vance their intended wheat acre- 
age, that millers and other com- 
mercial holders report stocks on 
hand at the beginning of each sea- 
son, and that a board composed 
of farmers, 
a governmental rep- 
resentative, and dealers be created 
to control marketing. 


Is Watched. 
Students of the proposals con- 
sidered at the world economic con- 
ference look with Interest for some 
reaction in .Spain, where wheat 
growers have asked the govern- 
ment to prohibit imports complete- 
ly as insurance -against a large 
surplus. 


In Italy steps toward the ends 
sought in London have been tak- 
en, with a program of sufficiently 
high duties 
to keep Imported 


wheat from lowering market stand- 
ards, requiring millers to use a 
fixed percentage of native wheat 
in flour, ample 
credit 
arrange- 
ments for farmers to permit stor- 
age of stocks, and co-ordinated 
marketing.

LOWER POTTAGE RATES. 


The postmaster general, 


under authority of congress, 
ordered restoration on July 
1 of the two-cent postage 
rate on letters for local de- 
livery. - 


This action was taken in 


the hope that it will result 
in increased business. A sur- 
vey had revealed what of- 
ficials interpreted as evi- 
dence that the three-cent 
rate, instead of bringing in 
more revenue, had had the 
opposite effect. 
In other 


words, it represented a high- 
er charge than the traffic 
would bear. Fewer letters 
were mailed because of the 
increased rate. 


On this principle, it would 


seem that it would pay1 to 
restore the two-cent rate on 
all letters mailed, both for 
local and out-of-town deliv- 
ery. 
The department, how-

American farmers face the pros- 
pect of their smallest grain' and 
corn harvest in decades, -but farm 
administrators are 
going right 
ahead with plans to make smaller 
crops the future fashion. 


The worst crop weather in BO 


years— provided by droughts, ex- 
cesive heat, storms, grasshoppers 
and 
Insects — is • ' responsible 
for 
what in many areas will be a to- 
tal crop failure with yields low- 
ered through most of the grain 
and corn belts far below average. 


But nature's method of curtail- 
ing production is unsatisfactory, 
says Seccetary Wallace. It brings 
tragedy to some and higher prices 
those 
raise 
who are lucky enough 
something. 
He made this plain after read- 
Ing estimates of the crop report- 
ing board forecasting the smallest 
wheat crop since 1893, one of the 
four smallest corn harvests in 32 
years and the lightest crop of 
oats since 1897. 
Through the farm adjustment 
act, he says it will be possible to 
bring about a uniform reduction 


of output by co-operative action 
of 
farmers, 
thus reducing 
the 
supply of farm commodities and 
increasing prices to a point where 
farm purchasing- power will be 
returned to pre-war level. That 
applies, he says, to cotton as well 
as grains and corn.

ia and Northern California vari- 
eties in the Southwestern and Pa- 
cific coast states. He laid that 
the Persian or English walnut pro- 
duction in California wai about 
seventy million pounds per year 
and average! twenty cent* per 
pound. 
The nurseryman reported that

Condition of Texas cattle rang** 
declined eight polntt during Jun* 
to 74 per cent of normal. Thit wa*

July 1, 1932 and 12 points und*r 
the ten year average. 


Cattle was reported at 80 per 


cent of normal, compared to 84 
per cent one month ago, 86 per 
cent one year ago and a ten year 
average of 88 per cent.

Diseases of pecans and damage 


done by parasites 
occupied the 
members 
of the 
Texas 
Pecan 
Growers Assoication at the second 
day of their thirteenth annual ses- 
sion Wednesday. Registration had 
advanced past the 100 mark early 
in the day and several additional 
attendants were expected. 


"Developing and Managing a 


Young Orchard" was presented un- 
der the leadership of Dr. Guy Ad- 
rlance of Texas A. & M. College. 
In the presentation of the paper 
the speaker said that the most 
difficult problem was the prepara- 
tion and working of natives, or In 
the location of a transplant 
or- 


chard and the selection of varie- 
ties. 
After soil having the proper pre- 
requisites had been selected, Dr. 
Adriance said that trees of good 
stock should be selected, declaring 
that those from four to five feet 
in height were usually best, and 
that it was no economy to pur- 
chase small trees at bargain prices. 
The speaker recommended that 


the trees be set out in December 
or January, after the soil had 
been properly prepared. Although 
he admitted that the Question was 
highly debatable, he recommended 
that 'the trees be placed about 40 
feet apart, properly aligned, and 
with 20 foot fillers. Pruning was 
urged to keep the trees within a 
reasonable spread, and to prevent 
"skyscraper" types. 
The sepaker also advocated the 
proper training of the young trees 
and recommended 
the modified 
leader type as the most efficient. 
He said that some money and cov- 
er crops could be planted in the 
small orchards but suggested that 
corn' was not suited to be planted 
between the tree rows. 
At the conclusion of the paper, 
a 
considerable discussion 
was 


evoked on the merits of the cen- 
tral leader and the modified leader 
types of training trees. 


Committees Named. 
Various convention committee- 
men were named following 
the 
initial paper, and two amendments 
to the constitution were proposed 
by Prof. Emmett Brown of Cle- 
burne, 
one providing for 
the 


president to be named from the 
district holding' the annual con- 
vention, and the other making 
membership dues $2, and for re- 
search work $1.

campaign was launched by A. C.

Dr. J. R. Cole, assistant path- 


ologist of the U. S. department or 
agriculture experiment station

Shreveport, presented a paper on 
diseases of pecans, dealing partic- 
ularly with scab and foliage dis- 
eases. 
He stated that scat was 
particularly hard to control 
in 
areas of high humidity but that 
effective work had been done in 
curing and preventing the disease* 
by spraying with Bordeaux mix- 
ture, and. with nicotine sulphate 
added in some chseH. 


Interesting Exhibit. 


A spaciolis exhibit of products 


of proper soli types, disease dam- 
age and other features was dis- 
played by the experiment station 
workers for examination by the 
growers. 


Dr. A. O. Albens, soil technolog- 
ist, presented a paper on rosette, 
probably the most devastating of 
pecan diseases and one which has 
been almost impossible to combat 
until recent months. 
Tl>e papar 
was presented as the composite 
work of several outstanding re- 
search specialists in the pecan in- 
dustry. 


It was pointed out that rosette 
was a soil disease and best re- 
sults had been secured from the 
use of zinc salts, either by spray- 
ing, 
injections, or fertilization of 
the soil. The speaker said that 
the cause had been found for the 
disease, and also the cire, but that 
the, technique for administering 
the treatment had not been com- 
pleted.

"Effects of Fertilizers on Pecan 


Soils" was also presented by Dr. 
Albens, and comparative figures in 
a number of fertilizers was given 
to the growers.

Mercury Soared 


To 109 Degrees 


Here Tuesday 


Breaking records 
for several 


years, an official high mark of 
109 was credited to the mercury in 
Corsicana Tuesday afternoon by 
the government weather observer, 
with a minimum of 85 degrees 
Tuesday night. Readings of 108 
on June 28 and August 19, 1930, 
were found in a perusal of the 
records kept by the weather ob- 
server and were the highest points 
reached in several years and stood 
as a record until the reading Tues- 
day. 
Readings of 100 or more have 


>een 
recorded 
almost 
continu- 


ously since June 20 of this year, 
there being one or two days the 
temperature failed to reach 100. 
Records kept by the government 


show, however, that readings of 
100 or more over 
long periods is 
not unusual here. Some of the 
long hot periods have been in 
June, some in July and August. 
Readings of 100 or more for sever- 
al days at a time were also found 
in September. 
Crops of all kinds are suffering 


from the continued drouth 
and 


ihe excessive hot weather.

order prohibiting the trans- 
portation of oil in interstate 
commerce which is produc- 
ed or withdrawn from stor- 
age in excess of the amounl 
permitted "by any state law." 
The order was issued under 
the authority provided by the ol 
provision in the industrial con- 
trol bill just enacted. 
It is one of the first 
efforts 
by the federal government to ex- 
tend its control over the flooded 
oil market. 
The executive order of the 
ident reads: 
'/By virtue of the authority ves- 
ted in me by the act of congrses 
entitled 'an act to encourage na- 
tional industrial recovery, to fos- 
ter fair competition, and to pro 
vide for the construction of cer- 
tain useful public works, and for 
other purpose',' approved June 16 
1933, 
(Public No. 67, 73rd con 
gress,) the transportation in in 
terstate and foreign commerce o: 
petroleum and the products there 
of produced or withdrawn fron 
storage in excess of the amoun 
perjnltted to be produced or with 
drawn from storage by any state 
law or valid regulation or order 
prescribed 
thereunder, 
by 
any 
board, commission, officer, or oth 
er duly authorized agency of a 
fctate, is hereby prohibited."

don the plan of sending specia 
agents to, investigate 
personal!; 
applicants for first and seconi 
class offices. 
Must Fill Out Questionnaire 
Every candidate will be requir- 
ed to fill out and answer a ques 
tionnaire to be prepared by th 
commission. The papers will be 
rated in Washington. Candidate 
fpr third class offices have been 
required to take a written tes 
of a similar character.

is legal in Oklahoma. 


In an executive order he 


announced sale of the bev- 
erage had been legalized 
by a majority of the state's vot- 
ers in yesterday's special election. 
The governor's proclamation was 


the signal for fleets of beer trucks 
to rumble into action, transport- 
Ing cases of the brew from rail- 
road cars to wholesale and retail 
dealers. 


Applicants 
for 
beer 
licenses 
swarmed the offices of the tax 
commission. 


Thus had Oklahoma, bone dry 
since statehood 26 years ago, join- 
ed other states in admitting the 
new beer. 
A rush of trucks started Im- 
mediately for the railroad yards 
National guard troops, called out 
by the governor last night to pre- 
vent opening of the beer cars 
withdrew. 
Only licenses for selling of beer 
in bottles for consumption off the 
premises could be issued today 
Licenses for restaurants and oth 
er dealers who expect to serve 
the beverage must allow their ap- 
plications to wait five days for 
possible protests. 
The 
governor's 
proclamation 
stated "it is clearly made known' 
that a referendum measure to le 
galize sale of a beverage "stylet 
3.2 beer, the same being define< 
as non-intoxicating," has carried 
by a vote of *.he people. 
The order directed the tax com 
mission to begin issuing permits 
to dealers and collect the revenui 
authorized by the beer measure. 
The wholesale license is $250 a 
year and retail license $100. 
Rumors of a court test of the 
beer bill were heard today. W. J 
Losinger, state superintendent o 
the Anti-Saloon League, indicated 
that organization was considering 
Instituting such a test.

Judge Charles A. Wheeler today- 
entered judgment in favor ofs the. 
state school fund for 
$81,734.08 
against the Shell Petroleum cor- 
loration, holding this amount to

ands. 


The amount becomes a part of 
the permanent free school fund. 
Leases executed by land own- 
ers, who patented their land frtfm 
the state, formed the basis of the 
suit 
The state contended the 
school fund was entitled to one- 
talf the bonus, ana rentals, 
eases were executed under ' 
inqulshment act 
Seventy-five leases In appi 
mately 20 counties were involvi 
Judge 
Wheeler 
sustained 
state's contention that the 
owners who executed the leases 
were not necessary parties to the 
suit. The Shell Petroleum corpo- 
ration had sought to bring the 
land owners in under a cross 
action. 
The attorney general's depart- 


ment quoted attorneys for Shell 
as saying the case would not be 
appealed and that the judgment 
would be1 paid. 
•Judge 
Wheeler also sustained 
the state's allegation 
that - the 
school fund was entitled to one- 
lalf the bonus and rentals on 
lands that had been forfeited and 
repurchased under the forfeiture 
and repurchase acts of 1925-26. 
Many lessees haa contended the 
state was not entitled to any 
of the bonus and rentals from'this 
land. 


The decision on the forfeiture 
and repurchase question affection 
approximately 3,900,000 acres. The 
court ruled that where land pre- 
viously has been classed as min- 
eral land, the state still 
owns 
all of the minerals and is en- 
titled to the same income—after 
forfeiture and 'repurchase as it 
would have obtained had there 
been no forfeiture and repurchase., 
First of Salts Tried. • 
This is the first bonus and ren- 
tal suit to be tried since the 
Texas supreme court ruled the 
state was entitled to half the bo- 
nus and rentals from oil and gas 
leases executed 
by landowners 
who held title from the state. 
Had the trial court held the land 
owners were necessary parties, it 
would have been necessary' to 
bring hundreds of them into the 
litigation.

TRENCH SILOS ARE 
BEING RECOMMENDED 


TO CONSERVE FEED 


Trench silos are being recom- 
mended to the farmers of Navarro 
county as economical methods of 
conserving feed crops that have 
been stunted by drought and are 
not good for other purpose's thun 
livestock nourishment by County 
Agricultural Agent c. C. Morris. 
Several trench silos have been 


constructed in the county, and the 
county agent reports that in many 
Instances protection 
from 
the 
weather can be provided for the 
ensilage at tho low cost ot 60 dents 
per ton, with the labor being the 
principal item of cost. 


A considerable demand for stor- 
age space on the farm has risen 
recently ae the prolonged drouth 
and intense heat have caused corn 
and other feeds to mature earlier 
than usual and before they have 
reached their normal growth leav- 
ing them valuable for' ensilage 
only. The trench silo, according 
.to Mr. Morris, Is the most eco- 
nomical storage and is adapted 
for either whole or cut ensilage. 
The co.unty agent said thnt he 
did not recommend the construc- 
tion of a silo by a farmer who had 
less than 10 to' IB head o| live stock 
to feed, since the cost would run 
too far ahead of the value receiv- 
ed to be beneficial. 
, 


Full information concerning the 
costs and details of construction 
are available at the office of the 
county agent, and all farmers de- 
siring more knowledge of this 
type of storage are asked to con- 
fer with the county agent at once.
